Motor Maker Gets 
| Mixed on ‘Who Is 
Benedict Arnold?

Mount Clemens, Mich, July 16. 
{Special j—Henry Ford said on the 
Witness stand today that ee: wae will- 
ing to admit that he was an ignorant 
idealist.” He did not quite come to 
the point of admitting it. This is one 
of the phrases complained of in the 
editorial for which he is suing THe 
Taiave®. Mr. Fords defini- 
tion of an idealist is one who can 
help make people prosperous.” 
He was quéstioned éoncerning his 
idea of anarchy and ne sala: 
“Anarchy is overthrowing the gov 
ernment, the throwing of bombs.” 

Witness in Fighting Mood. 
Mr. Ford was in more of a fighting 
mood today and denied flatly several 
statements attributed to him by wit 
nesses. He was particularly vindictive 
against Henry A. Wise Wood of New 
York, a Wealthy manufacturer and one 
of the Reosevelt group of prepared.

reserve citizen army of 600,000 men. 

Attotneys for Mr. Ford tried to steer 
clear af this isis, arguing that Mr. 
Ford had a perfect right to oppose the 
president.

Attorney Stevenson eald that this waa 
just What Mr. Ford's aétion ténded to 
do, and in that sense he was anarchis- 
tio at that time.
